Democrati: Riet in Denver—Chinamen 
Killed and China Houses Gutted—300 
Arrests. | 

Denver, Nov. 1. 

It is said that 8,000 illegal names 
have been registered here, and the 
city is full of roughs. Saturday night 
there was a Democratic procession. A 
considerable portion became intoxica- 
ted, and remained out all night: Sun- 
day noon they made an assault on the 
Chinese houses, tearing down the 
buildings and driving out the Chinese. 
One was dragged from Hop Lee’s 
place with a rope abont his neck and 
his skull crushed in witk boots and 
bricks. The police were called out, 
but were unable to control the mob. 
The fire department was ordered to 
throw water on the rioters, but the 
mob attacked them and badly wound- 
ed two firemen. Many Chinamen were 
fatally beaten, and one was rescued 
by the police and taken to jail, which 
was immediately surrounded by a 
mob who hurrahed for Hancock and 
yelled: ‘Lynch the leper.” Special 
police managed to keep back the 
crowds. The other mob remained in- 
tact in the lower part of the city. 

Up to1 o'clock this morning the 
mob was going through the streets 
visiting all the Chinese houses and 
gutting them. An extra force of po- 
lice and Deputy Sheriffs, numbering 
quite 2,000, have been sworn in, and 
have once fired with blank cartridges 
into the mob. The last report is that 
one Chinaman, far up town, was killed 
outright. Many persons have been 
knecked down. There are thousands 
of people on the streets, and the air is 
full of cries: ‘*The Chinese must go,”’ 
and “Hurrah for Hancock.” The mob 
is unorganized and has developed no 
leader, which is one saving feature. 

THE CITY QUIET--300 ARRESTS. 
Denver, Nov. 1. 

The active response of citizens to 
the call of the authorities effectually 
checked the mob, and by midnight a 
very perceptible improvement was 
developed, whicl has steadily contia- 
ued. Early this morning the miscre- 
ants raised a disturbance near the 
postoffice, but within a few minutes it 
was estimated that a thousand citizens, 
nearly all armed, were on the ground, 
and all the rioters at that point were 
arrested and sent to jail. Several 
hundred warrants have been sworn 
eut by officers and between 200 and 
300 arrests made. The city is now 
considered absolutely secure against 
any revival of mob rule, and the in- 
dignation among all classes is intense 
and earnest, 


Greatest Running on Record. 
Lonpon, Nov, 1. 


In the six-day contest for the Astley 
belt, which began this morning at 
Agricultural Hall, the betting at 
the start was two to one against Row- 
ell, five to two against Brown, five to one 
against Dobler, five to one against 
Pegram, eight to one against Howard, 
and eight to one against Littlewood.
